LIKELY  TO  START  JOB 

END  OF  NEXT  MONTH 


Engineers  Now  Going  Over  the 
Details  of  Huge  Enterprise 
—Report  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Worl<s  •  , .  •  ,  v 


OTTAWA,  Dae.  17. — A  contract  was 
«ismed  by  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment today  with  representatives  of  Sir 
.John  Jackson  (Canada)  Ltd.,  for  tlie 
new  great  harbor  worKS  at  Victoria, 
B.  C,  which  will  co.«!t  .•iome  four  million 
dollars. 


Since  the  contract  was  let  no  time  has 
been  lost  in  getting  ready  for  the  be- 
ginning of  work  on  the  great  sea-wall 
which  Is  to  protect  the  greater  harbor 
of  the  future.  Naturally  In  the  case 
of  Buch  an  Immense  undertaking  there 
is  a  mass  of  routine  work  for  the  en- 
gineers before  a  start  can  be  made.  At 
the  present  time  the  recently  appciinted 
resident  engineer  of  public  works  for 
Vancouver  Island,  Mr.  J.  S.  McLachlan. 
is  engaged  in  going  over  detalla  whicii 
are  incidental  to  the  work  to  be  shortly 
commanceil,  and  on  the  accuracy  ol 
which  will  depend  the  rate  of  speeu 
which   can    be   maintained. 

While  the  representatives  of  the  con- 
tracting firm  are  unablo  as  yet  to  set 
a  date  fot"  the  actual  Inauguration  oC 
work  it  is  expected  that  about  the  end 
qf  January  a   beginning  will  be  made. 

CMivcnimant'a   Kepoift. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  to  hand  from  Ottawa 
last  night, 'eoJUaans  the  following  im- 
portant reference  to  the  propo.sed  works 
in    Victoria    harbor: 

■'With  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  British  Columbia  ports  are  look- 
ing forward  to  an  Immense  development, 
which  expectation  would  appear  to  be 
fairly  well  founued.  In  anticipation  of 
the  opening  for  trafJic,  within  two  or 
three  years,  of  the  Xew  Southern  Wat- 
erway, substantial  appropriations  were 
secured  at  the  last  session  of  Parlia- 
ment to  enaole  a  commencement  to  be 
made  In  the  development  of  the  ports  oi 
Vancouver  and  Victoria.  Owing  to  tlie 
restricted  area  of  the  Inner  Harbor  at 
Victoria,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
accommodation  for  the  large  heavy 
draught  ocean  carriers  In  the  Outer 
Harbor,  where  Messrs.  Itithet  &  Com- 
pany have  their  wharves,  which,  at 
present,  provide  for  that  class  of  ship- 
ping. 

•'A  careful  study,  of  existing  condi- 
tions was  made  by  Consulting  Kngineer. 
Mr.  Louifl  Coste;  and,  as  a  result  of  his 
report,  plans  were  prepared  and  tenders 
Invited  for  the  con."jtruction  of  a  break- 
water from  Ogden  Point,  to  provide  tlio 
necesaary  shelter  to  enable  wharves 
to  be  constructed  In  the  Outer  Harbor. 
It  will  be  -of  the  rubble  mound  type, 
2,500  feet  In  length,  surmounted  by  a 
wass  of  mass  concrete  for  the  whole 
length  of  the  breakwater.

"The  Outer  Harbor  has  an  area  of 
nearly  three  hundred  acres  of  water, 
with  a  varying  depth  of  from  thirty  to 
elvhty  <oet.  The  proposed  breakwater 
will  not  only  provide  effective  «Tierrs.' 
for  plws,  hereafter  to  be  oonstructeit 
Inside  It,  but  In  addition,  will  protect 
the  entrance  to  the  inner  Harbor,  Im 
mansely  benefiting  the  large  and  rapidly 
increasing  number  of  coasting  vessels 
entering  and   leaving   the   Inner   Hartior. 

"Besides  the  principal  companies  in 
the  British  Columbia  Coast  Service,  the 
Canadian  Paciiic  Railway  Company;  the 
Orand  Trunk  Pacific  Kailway  Company; 
the  Union  Steanmhip  Company  of  Van- 
couver; the  xloscowltz  Company;  the 
Northern  Steamship  Company,  there  i.i 
the  large  Dominion  Government  fleet, 
operated  by  the  Departments  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries  and  Public  Works,  as  well 
as  a  large  nect  of  freighters,  tugs  and 
Ashing  vessels,  belonging  to  private 
owners.

The  Royal  Commission  op  .Agricul- 
ture, of  which  .Mr.  W.  H.  Hayward, 
M.P.P.,  is  Chairman,  began  its  career  of 
usefulness  yesterday,  when,  after  the 
members  had  been  duly  sworn  by  Mr. 
.Tustlce  Murphy  and  the  commission 
read,  both  morning  and  afternoon  ses- 
sions for  organization  work  were  held 
in  the  Executive  Chamber,  Intervlew.s 
with  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  flr.st  being  held  for  a 
free  and  informal  lnterchan«e  <->  .<vi^y 
as  to  procedure  and  the  ovupv  ..f  <«.*  l..- 
qulry.  Much  to  the  i egret  of  all  ion- 
ccrned,  Mr.  Thomas  Kidd,  of  Steveston, 
finds  It  impossible  to  p.cctpt  the  place 
upon  the  Commission  assigned  to  him, 
ill-health  Interdicting  the  required 
activity  and  travel,  and  his  resigna- 
tion has  been  accepted  with  very  con- 
siderable regret.  The  Commission  is 
therefore  constituted  of  Messrs.  Hay- 
ward  (chairman!,  J.  J.  Campbell,  of 
Xelson;  J.  Kidston,  of  Vernon;  Alex. 
Lucas,  M.P.P.,  of  Agassi-/.;  W.  THii.i„i., 
of  Comox,  and  S.  Shannon,  of  Clover- 
dale,  with  Mr.  Chrlstensen,  of  llolberg, 
as    Its    Secretary.

LONDON,  Dec.  17. — The  peace  con- 
ference was  launched  yesterday,  only  to 

le  interrupted  today  by  a  complication 
re.sulting  from  the  policy  of  Greece  in 
waging  war  and  negotiating  ipeace  eim- 
ultaneously.  The  Turkish  delegates 
announced  today  that  they  were  em- 
powered to  confer  only  with  the  three 
Balkan  Kingdoms  which  signed  the 
iirmlstlce  at  Tchatiiija,  and  a,s  a  con- 
8P(Hionce,  adjournment  was  taken  until 
Thursday  to  enable  the  Turks  to  ob- 
tain instructions.  All  the  conferers 
held  the  belief  that  the  suspension  was 
merely  temporary,  and  that  a  pathway 
toward  the  resumption  of  the  meetings 
will   be   found. 

The  prospects  for  a  successful  ifsiie 
of  (he  conference  are  enhanced  by  the 
denlslon  of  the  Turks  that  they  have 
been  given  plenary  powers  to  arrange 
and  sign  a  treaty  of  peace.  Hpw  far 
their  Improved  nillltary  position,  with 
the  encoiiragement  which  Austria  Is 
credited  with  giving  them,  may  ."stiffen 
their  demands  against  the  allir.s'  terms 
remains    the   chief   factor    of   doubt. 

Ambaaa^dora    Meet 

The  first  sitting  of  the  Ambassadorial 
C'otirt  of  Appeals,  as  It  la  called,  was 
held  in  the  foreign  office  today.

Jordan  River  Power  Generator 
Put  Out  of  Commission  for 
Over  Half  an  Hour  Last 
Night  by  Storm

-As  a  restilt  of  one  of  the  moat  severe 
electrical  storms  exparlonced  in  that 
section  the  plant  of  the  \'ancouvcr 
Island  Power  Company  at  .Jordan  River, 
was  put  out  of  commission  last  night 
at  !•  o'clock,  the  city's  supply  of  eTec- 
trlclty  for  power  and  lighting  jnirposes 
comidetoly  cut  olT  for  over  half  an 
hour  and  the  tramway,  street,  I'Khting 
and  domestic  services  interrupted.  The 
tail  end  of  the  storm,  which  raged  for 
three  hours,  struck  the  city  i:/)oiil  in 
o'clock,  the  high  wind  and  heavy  down- 
pour of  rain  forcing  p!i(te.«itrlan.s  to  .■seek 
shelter.  The  fact  that  the  tramway 
.■anrvic?  was  out  of  c(|mmlsslon  adoed  to 
the  discomfort  of  the  wayfarers. 

Reports  from  Jordan  Ulver  to  ofTlclals 
of  the  power  company  here  indicated 
that  the  electrical  display  was  some- 
thing out  of  the  ordinary.  Lightning 
struck  the  wires  leading  out  of  the 
plant  and  ptit  it  out  of  commission. 
Anxlllary  -  Plants    TTtUized. 

The  interruption  caused  hy  the  storm 
fully  ilfjmonstrated  the  advantages  of 
auxiliary  plants.  Immodiatel.v  the  .lor- 
dan  Ulver  source  of  power  was  cut  off 
the  new  Brentwood  Bay  steam  plant  of 
the  company  at  Tod  Inlet,  Inaugurated 
but  two  weeks  ago,  was  brought  into 
service  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
power  secured  from  Coldstream,  about 
8,000  horse-powe'  in  all  was  available 
for  city  service.-  Tne  house-lighting 
service  was  restored  inside  of  half  an 
hour  while  the  street  lighting  and  tram- 
way service  were  in  full  opwatlon  fif- 
teen  minutes   later

be    completed    within    a    few    !7our»    and 
the    full    service       will    be    m    operation 
again   this   mornini;'. 

The  lOmpresa  Hotel  escaped  the  gen- 
eral loss  of  light,  being  svi'plied  from 
its  own  plant.

Resi- 
dents and  visitors  In  the  hotel  knew 
nothing  at  all  of  the  plight  of  the  other 
pooiile  in  town  until  citizens  dropped  In 
with    the    new.s;.

— New  cartage 
tariffs  of  50c  per  ton  an«J  ,.1.5,c  fcymmck- 
ages  known  a»  "HmallH"  were  today  fix- 
ed by  the  Railway  tommlssion  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  application  of  the 
railways  to  issue  increased  tariffs  of 
60c  per  ton  and  20c  for  "smalls"  at 
Toronto,  Hamilton  and  Montreal,  and 
50c  per  ton  and  13c  for  "smalls'"  at 
other  points.

Report  of  Expert  Sir  George 
Murray  Expected  to  Contain

SUPPOSED  TO  BE  IN 

GOVERNMENT  HANDS 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  17. — The  report  of 
Sir  George  Murray,  following  his  in- 
vestigation of  the  Dominion  CIvU  Ser- 
vice, is  believed  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Oovernment,  and  will  probably  be 
brought  down  In  the  House  immediately 
bofofe  or  after  the  Christmas  adjourn- 
ment. Rumor  has  It  that  the  report  will 
be  found  to  contain  recommendations 
Involving  several  Important  reforms  In 
the  composition  and  the  administration 
of  the  service. 

Sir  Oeorge  came  to  Canada  expressly 
at  the  request  qf  the  Government  to 
make  this  inveatlgatlom.  Offlcialn  of 
the  service  testlfled  that  his  inquiry  was 
most  thorough  and  searching.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  among  hia  recommendations 
will  be  one  for  relieving  minlstera  of 
much  of  the  detail  work  which  the 
present  aystem   requires  of   them. 

It  la  understood  he  was  not  favor- 
ably IriTpreaaed  with  the  Treasury  Board 
as  one  of  the  wheels  of  the  Oovem* 
ment,  and  there  la  aome  expectation  that 
the  abolition  of  the  Board  will  be  reor 
ommanded.

It  calls  to  Its  assl.'jtance  the 
clilef  naval  and  military  exrporls  nud 
any  other  officers  or  officials  whixsp 
knowledge  and  experience  can  be  useful 
In  the  study  of  and  preparation  for  the 
great  variety  of  services  conneclort  with 
the  defence  of  the  I'^nltod  Kingdom  and 
the  Kmplre.  The  Committee  Itself  his 
nothing  to  do  with  the  creation  or  con- 
trol of  policy,  political  or  military.  Nat- 
urally though,  because  its  •  principal 
mem'bcr.s  are  Cabinet  Ministers,  and  be- 
ojiu.se  the  information  it  galliers  relates 
first  of  all  to  the  bu.'iiness  and  effi- 
ciency of  defence,  its  work  ha.s  much  to 
do  with  forming  the  Ideas  of  those  who 
do  make  policies  and  prograrnmes.  Its 
actual  service,  however.  Is  non-poll ticnl 
and  non-partisan  and  is  of  the  same  u.sf 
to  a  Conservative  as  to  a  Liberal 
Government." 

It  may  b©  recalled  that  .some  time 
nKo,  when  dl'Scusslng  the  efficiency  of 
thf  British  Navy,  we  cited  the  opinion 
of  a  l;n'.ot!'.st  rneniber  of  Parli&Tnent, 
who  stated  that  he  had' often  been  called 
in  to  consult  "Itli  tlu'  Admiralty  on 
matters  relating  to  defence,  although  he 
v.n!=  not  in  political  harmony  with  the 
Go\prnnient  at  the  time.  The  explana- 
tion of  The  Gazette  shows  how  oin- 
foundcd  Is  the  rritlol.'»m,  Indulged  in  by 
snmc  i)oople  In  the  T'niitxl  Kingdom, 
tliat  by  adniltling  a  (.'ana-ilian  Minister 
to  this  Committee  the  British  Govern- 
ment will  abandon  some  part  of  its 
control  of  the  foreign  policy,  and  also 
It  ought  to  set  at  rest  any  apprehen'- 
slons  which  may  be  felt  that  thereby 
Canada  Is  being  drawn  Into  the  ao-callod 
vortex  of  European  complications,  as 
well  as  dispose  of  the  a.ssertlon  that 
Canada's  proposed  contribution  is  pred- 
Icateil  upon  an  iinder'itanding  that  she 
shall  have  a  voice  in  determining  the 
Issues  of  peace  or  war.

Street    Traffic 

Sir, — You  refer  this  morning  to  street 
traffic,  and  the  advisability  of  asking 
the  street  car  company  to  have  their 
cars  stop  al  the  near  cro.s.slng  in  place 
of  the  far  crossing,   tlie  rulo  at   present. 

AVhilo  this  change  would,  no  doubt, 
tend  toward  saiety  to  people  getting  on 
or  off  the  street  cars,  another  rule  re- 
quiring motor  and  other  vehicles  to 
come  ts  a  stop  while  street  cars  are 
discharging  or  taking  on  passengers, 
would  bo  a  greater  measure  of  safety 
and  prove  a  boon  to  those  obliged  to 
use    the    cars    daily. 

At  present,  at  the  most  prominent 
corners,  motor  cars  push  thoir  way 
through  between  the  car  and  the  side- 
walk, and  people  intending  to  take  the 
car  are  in  constant  danger  of  being  run 
down. 

In  the  City  of  Toronto,  where  tlic 
traffic  is  much  greater  than  here,  this 
rule  is  strictly  enforced  and  a  fine  of 
j;;0  lmpo.sed  upon  drivers  of  motors  for 
jmssing  a  street  car  while  it  I.s  taking 
on  or  letting  oif  passengers. 

There  are  only  a  few  streets  in  Vic- 
toria whoro  .street  cars  are  operated, 
and  .surely  every  reasonable  regulation 
should  bo  .Tiad'i  to  Incur©  safet.v  and 
comfort  lo  those  obliged  to  use  the 
Street    cars. 

1  would  rospoctfuUy  suggest  that  you 
advocate  the  adojition  of  the  Toronto 
regulation,  requiring  motors  and 
vehicles  to  stop  while  .streot  cars  are 
taking  on  or  di.scharging  pas-sengors.

The  result  of  his  o'oservallons  la  mo.^t 
encouraging,  whether  from  the  stand- 
Violnt  of  the  children  themselvf.'?  or 
from  thiit  of  Canada.  DuriUK  tlio  i>a.st 
fl.vin  years  nearly  25.000  boy.s  and 
Kirls  have  come  to  Canada.  Of  these 
far  the  ?rr«\'iter  number  have  been  suc- 
ci'ssfu!  and  rnan.v  are  now  tjseful  eltl- 
y.t'UP.  the  fatliers  and  mothers  of  chil- 
dren who  will,  in  their  turn,  become 
good  Canadians.  Dn  the  utiier  luiiid 
Mr.    .Smart   says: 

"It  affords  mo  plea.sure  to  report 
that  tlie  children  have  been,  witli  few 
exeeption.s,  desirably  placeii,  and  in 
houses  and  .situations  wherein  they  may 
rensonably  be  expected  to  develop  liablts 
of  indu.stry  nnd  become  good,  use- 
ful citizens  of  the  Dominion."  It  Is 
even  more  plea.«»lng  to  learn  tiuit  tlie 
children  find  good  homes  in,  our  rnun- 
try  tli.-iii  that  tliey  tliemselves  provi' 
Worthy  of  the  treatment  they  receive. 
The  children  who  are  sent  out  are.  as 
a  rule,  old  ■enough  to  be  useful,  the 
average  axe  beln^  between  twelve  and 
thirteen.  Kvery  woman  knows  that  to 
deal  kindly  and  wisely  with  such  chil- 
dren, even  when  they  are  one's  own.  Is 
not  an  easy  task.  That  it  \s  very  sel- 
dom that  Canadian  men  and  women 
prnv;-  false  to  the  trust  reposed  In 
them  by  the  .■societies  is  a  matter  ot 
congratulation.  It  may  be  said  here 
that  the  number  of  applications  for  Im- 
migrant children  far  exceeds  the  sup- 
ply. \Vhll4?  last  year  there  were  not 
quite  three  thousand  children  sent  out 
tliere  were  more  than  thirty  thousand 
requests    for    their   help.

Waterfowl  and  game  birds  are 
plentiful  but  the  small  birds  wlilch 
science  is  proving  to  be  of  Huch  great 
value  to  the  cultivators  of  the  soli  ar^e 
not  found  here  In  great  numbers.  Lov- 
ers of  the  winged  creatures  arc  look- 
ing forward  with  pleasure  to  tho  Im- 
portation of  songbirds  from  Great 
Britain  which,  through  the  efforts  of 
pul)lli--splrlted  citizen."!  is  to  take  place 
next  spring.  It  Is  to  bo  hoped/  that 
parents  and  teacher.s  will  unit?  to  pre- 
strve  the  Uve.s  of  the  birds  when  they 
are  liberated.  There  are,  however,  a 
large  number  of  migratory  birds  who 
visit  our  fields  and  orchards  and 
hedges  with  more  or  Isss  re.?ularlty. 
The  Audubon  Society  and  other  natur- 
alists have  made  researches  which 
have  proved  that  none  of  the  precau- 
tions that  gardeners  take  to  destroy 
Insects  can  be  so  effectual  In  rlddinr: 
trees  and  fields  of  posts  as  the  protec- 
tion   of    birds.

Spar- 
lows.  chickadees,  vlreos,  martens  and 
warblers  made  from  forty  to  sixty 
trips  .'111  liour  to  their  nests  with  all 
kinds  of  insects  for  their  young.  One 
of  the  reports  of  the  Biological  Sur- 
vey records  the  finding  of  sixty  grass- 
hoppers In  tho  crop  of  one  nlghthnwk 
and  500  mosqultoe-s  In  another;  thirty- 
eight  cutworms  in  the  crop  of  a  black- 
bird and  seventy  cankerworms  in  the 
crop  of  a  cedar  bird.  Professor 
Tschudl  estimates  that  a  song  sparrow 
devours  1.500  lan-ac  a  day,  and  Pro- 
fessor Forbush  says  that  a  single  yel- 
low-throat-t^d  warbler  will  consume  10.- 
000  tree  lico  In  a  day.  A  scarlet  tan- 
ager  has  been  seen  to  devour  .gypsy 
moths  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five  a  min- 
ute for  eighteen  minutes  at  a  time.  It 
Is  known  that  more  than  fifty  species 
of  birds  feed  upon  different  kinds  of 
caterpillars,  whllp  thirty-eight  species 
live   largely    ui)on   destructive   plant    lice. 

"  'By  far  thf  must  efficient  aid.«  to 
men  In  controlling  the  coddling  motli 
are  the  birds,'  says  the  'Year  Book' 
nmi)  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. A  report  of  the  Bureau  of  En-' 
tomology  rays  that  this  insect-  does 
more  damage  to  apples  and  pears  than 
all  of  the  other  Insect  pests  comblne<l, 
this  damage  being  estimated  at  from 
$12,000,000  to  $15,000,000  a  year.  Thirty- 
six  si)ccies  of  bird  attack  this  Insect, 
tliese  species  representing  thirteen  fam- 
ilies, of  which  the  three  most  Importan* 
are  the  woodpeckers,  the  titmhv  and 
the  sparrows.  In  some  localities  these 
blrda  destroy  from  fiC  per  cent,  lo  85 
j.'T  cent,  of  the  hilv.rn.itii's  larvae  of 
this    insect." 

The  writer  goes  on  (o  ask-  for  the 
protection  of  game  birds.  Btit  It  I-* 
the  little  birds  that  are  In  the  great- 
est danger  fi'om  thoujibtless  and  cruel 
children  nnd  from  domestic  cats.  It 
Is  to  preserve  the  migratory  birds  that 
.Mrs.  Hus.-^ell  Sage  has  estnhliahcrt  a 
sanctuary  on  Marsh  Island  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico.  In  Germany  and  In  some 
parts  of  the  rnit?d  States  nests  are 
huilt  and  great  pains  are  takfin  ;••  pre- 
serve the  lUtle  siimTner  visitors.  In 
Victoria  we  Oi'.n  al  least  try  to  sav ; 
their,  from  enfiiiles.  whether  these  are 
chlldrc'n,  other  birds,  or  destructive  an- 
imal.'^.

Sunday  Last  Was  a  Historic. 
Occasion  at  the  Iron  Church 
on  Douglas  Street — Record 
of  Interesting  Edifice 


Sunday  was  an  historic  day  at  the 
old  iron  church  wnlch  has  stood  at 
the  corner  of  l^ouglas  and  Kisguard 
Streets  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  All  the  services  during  the 
day  were  well  attended,  and  at  the 
service  In  the  evening  there  wa.s  not- 
even   standing  room. 

The  preacher  In  the  morning  was  ll;o 
llev.  A.  J,  Slanlov  Ard,  who  took  for 
his  text  itev.  ^\.XI.  fl.,  ".\nd  1  saw  no 
temple  therein:  for  the  .^ord  God  Al- 
mighty and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple 
of  it." 

The  preacher  pointed  out  how  the 
Bible  revealed  the  wonderful  evolution 
of  worship,  how  at  first  God  was  re- 
garded as  specially  dwi-lllng,  as  it  were, 
within  the  Holy  of  Holies  in  the  Tem- 
)jle  at  Jerusalem,  t)ut  wh(?n  Jesus 
Christ  came  He  taught  men  to  look 
for  God  in  their  own  hearts  "for 
neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at 
JoruKal(/n  shall  ye  worship  the  Father.' 
"God  is  a  Spirit,  and  they  that  worship 
Him  must  worship  Him  in  spirit  and 
in  truth."  St.  Paul,  alap.in  BpcnkinK 
to  the  Athenians,  said  that  "God 
dwelleth  not  in  temple.s  made  with 
hand."5." 

The  church  building  is  a  holy  build- 
ing, not  because  there  is  any  sanctity  in 
the  materia!  of  which  it  Is  built,  but 
bfcauae  it  Is  the  place  whioti  has  been 
set  apart  for  the  meeting  together  of 
God's  people.  In  whose  Hearts  God 
dwelt  by  faith,  as  St.  Paul  said  "know 
ye  not  that  ye  are  the  tsmple  of  God 
and  that  ,..ie  spirit  of  God  dwelleth  In 
you,  the  temple  of  God  Is  holy,  which 
temple  ye  are."  So  long  as  the  people 
of  God  met  together  in  a  building  set 
aside  for  the  public  worship  of  God, 
that  building  was  sacred,  but  when  the 
li\ing  stones  of  God'.«<  temple  were 
transferred  to  another  building,  the 
sanctity  of  the  building  loUoTyed  them. 
Mr.  Ard  referred  in  a  very  touching 
way  to  the  splendid  work  which  had 
been  done  for  God  b>-  many  of  those 
who  had  passed  to  that  hav)py  land  In 
which  the  blessed  needed  no  temple,  foi 
the  Lord  Gon  Almighty  and  the  Lamo 
would    be   the   temple   there. 

In  the  afternoon  the  children  of  the 
Sunday  School  assembled  in  the  churcii. 
and  In  a  very  simple  way  Mr.  Ard  ex- 
plained to  tiiem  the  history  of  the  old 
church. 

The  Sreniag  Service 
In  the  evening  the  church  was 
crowded  to  the  doors,  and  many  people 
had  to  be  turneil  away.  The  service 
was  a  very  impressive  one,  commenoiug 
with  the  hymn,  'All  People  Thai  On 
Karth  Do  Dwell,"  followed  by  the 
usual  evening  prayer,  wTih  special 
psalms  and  lessons  suitable  to  the 
occasion. 

The  preacher  wa.s  the  f.?i.«liop,  who 
look  for  his  text  'Then  coineth  the  end, 
1,  Cor.,  XV.,  21.  The  Bishop  said  that 
lie  selected  this  text  for  two  reasons; 
first,  because  it  was  appropriate  for 
advent;  and  secondly,  on  account  of 
the  solemn  occasion  of  that  particular 
service.  "Then  cometh  the  end, 
"these  words,  the  Bishop  pointed  out, 
"enclose  a  great  ptTncfple  w*li  which 
wo  are  brought  face  to  face  o\ery  day, 
and  that  Is,  Ihat  all  God's  endings  are 
beginnings.  We  see  it  in  creation; 
darkness  gives  place  to  light;  starting 
with  the  lowest  form  of  life  we  see  it 
growing  and  developing  until  the  high- 
est form  is  reached,  and  each  period  of 
development  has  Its  ending,  only  to  be 
succeeded  by  a  period  of  development 
more  glorious  than  the  last;  and  the 
same  principle  may  be  seen  at  work 
in  the  decay  and  destruction  of  ohi 
clviliaations,  oniy  that  they  may  be  re- 
placed by  better  and  nonler;  and  again 
we  see  it  at  wDrk  In  human  life,  the 
little  ohlld  begins  to  grow  1/nto  a  boy 
or  a  girl.  the.  baoyhood  stage  comes  to 
an  end,  but  it  le  not  the  end,  the  child 
Is  now  capable  of  greater  things;  the 
same  Is  true  ^ith  regard  to  boys  and 
girls,  the  end  comes,  and  yet  it  is  not 
the  end,  for  they  then  blossom  out  Into 
the  fullgrown  man  and  woman.  Another 
illuetratlon  of  this  principle  can  be 
seen  in  Christ  upon  the  cross;  we  can 
follow  Him  throufh  His  life  of  useful- 
ness, think  of  Him  healing  the  sick, 
giving  sight  to  the  bllna,  feeding  the 
hungry,  apeaking  worCTs  of  eternal  life, 
and  then  look  at  Illrn  as  he  hangs 
upon  the  cross.  'Then  cometh  the  end, 
and  yet  It  Is  not  the  end,  for  in  His 
rlaen  power  and  ascension  glory  His 
influence  la  oelng  lelt  throughout  the 
world 

On  this  occasion  of  the  laat  aervlce 
In  the  old  church  ttie  same  principle 
is  at  work,  the  and  haa  o'oine,  but  It 
Is  really  not  the  end,  it  la  only  the  be- 
ginning of  a  new  and  brighter  period  in 
the  history  of  the  ohurtfh.  The  Bts?r<JT> 
•aid  that  while  it  Is  alwaya  good  to 
look  back  to  past  axperionoa,  and  learn 
the  many  leaaons  that  experience  had 
to  teach,"  tha  6l8hop  hoped  that  they 
would  go  Into  their  new  ohufch  with  a 
firm  reeolva  to  aocompltah  in  tha  future 
even  more  than  they  had  done  in  tha 
past;  and  he  laid  particular  straas  upon 
the  davalopment  of  cvancelloal  raia- 
alonary  work,  first  In  their  own  pariah, 
then  throughout  the  Dominion,  and  to 
tha  uttermost  parta  of  tha  aarth.

An  amendment  provide*  that  the  an- 
nual atatement  to  ehareholders  and  the 
monthly  statement  »o  the  Government 
•hall  contain  more  infomiailon  than  la 
now  called  for.  A  .particularized  and 
detailed  statement  will  be  demanded. 
The  annual  report  to  the  shareholders 
must  have  attached  to  It  th«  certificate 
of    the    auUltons. 

An  important  provision  Is  one  in  re- 
gard to  tlie  ponalties  attached  to  direc- 
tors, officials  and  auditors.  Under  the 
prt'sent  Act,  In  the  event  of  wrong- 
doing, it  Is  necessary  to  prove  Intent. 
There  i.s  no  penalty  .provided  for  neg- 
ligence, tinder  the  new  Act  a  director 
or  official  guilty  of  negligence  will  be 
subject  to  indictment,  and  it  will  not 
iK'  necessary   to  show  guilty  knowledge. 

Under  the  present  Act  banlta  a.re  per- 
mitted to  issue  circulation  to  the  value 
of  their  paid-up  capital  and  reserve. 
Durinsr  the  cn>p  .»jeason  ihey  are  per- 
mitted to  issue  addilion*;  circulation 
for  a  prescribed  period.  The  new  Act 
will  give  them  the  right  to  Heaue  note 
circulation  against  srASi.  At  the  pres- 
ent -time  banks  deposit  gold  with  the 
I'Mnance  Dep^irtmont  and  receive  Domin- 
ion notes,  l.ast  Autumn  the  Dominion 
Government  Isssuod  ten  million  dollars 
in  fiv(?-(lollar  nntes,  the  expense  of 
printing  the  notes  and  hoUllnK  the  gold 
falling   upon    the   Government. 

Oolfl  XMerva — ' '  "■  ""  ' 

It  is  now  proposed  to  establish  a  gold 
reserve  at  some  central  point,  prob- 
ably Montreal.  A  'bank  may  dejxisii 
five  million  dollars  in  gold  and  issue 
notes  agulnsi  it,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
TUIh  central  fund  will  be  controlled  by 
four  trustee.'!,  three  to  b©  named  by  the 
Canadian  Bankers'  .\ssociatlon  and  one 
by  the  Government.  It  is  to  be  re- 
ported on  twice  a  year  by  the  offlcera 
of  the  Ttepartment.  There  will  be  no 
profit     to     the    banks    on     the    gold  .on 

deposit. 

The  Government  would  make  no 
charjje'  for  the  issue  against  the  gold, 
i)ut  the  entire  cost  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  central  reserve  would  be 
borne  by  the  hanks.  Mr.  While  inti- 
muted  that  there  woiild  proba/bly  be  a 
bill  by  which  hanks  using  the  offices  of 
the  Treasurer-General  would  be  obliged 
to  pay  for  the  aervicea  thus  rendered 
by  the  Government.  He  sai*  that  the 
Government  at  the  present  time  heid 
seventy  to  eighty  millions  of  gold  for 
the  banks,  for  which  large  legals  were 
Issued  and  used  by  them  In  making 
their  clearances.  H-e  gave  an  example 
of  the  way  the  plan  worked  out.  A 
bank,  for  in.slance,  might  deposit;  five 
millions  In  goW  and  let  It  re'main 
there,  and  up  to  that  amount  could 
i.s«ue  in  accordance  with  Its  reriuire- 
ments,  hut  not  beyond  that  amount.  He 
thought  in  the  course  of  time  the  re- 
sult of  this  would  be  to  increase  the 
amount  of  the  circulatloo'  «f  the  bank 
notes.  There  would  be  the  s^me  check 
over  notes  issued  against  gold  as  note."! 
issued  In  the  ordinary  way.  The  banks 
would  have  to  make  their  regular  .state- 
ment as  to  the  circulation  outstanding. 
In  answer  to  a  qucstioTi  by  Mr.  Guthrie, 
the  Minister  stated  that  the  Dominion 
Government  may  Ipsue  thirty  millions 
of  legal  tender,  of  which  twenty-two- 
and-a-half  millions  \fi  pot  secured  by 
gold;  but  as  this  would  not  under  any 
circumstances  be  presented  for  redemp- 
tion, the  Government  was  practically  on 
B  gold  liasls.  All  recent  Issues,  he  said, 
were   protected   by   gold. 

Z>oaiia   to   7*rtn«ra 

He  explained  the  clause  providing  for 
loan.''  to  farmers  en  the  security  of 
their  grain  and  livestock.  The  advan- 
tacTPS  o.'  thl.><,  he  believed,  would  coun- 
teract the  disadvantages.  Hitherto  th« 
privileges  of  hypothecating  property  In 
the  visible  possession  of  an  Individual 
had  been  practically  Ilmletd  to  whole- 
salers. This  amendment  would  greatly 
extend    the   privilege. 

Proceeding,  the  Minister  pointed  out 
that  the  attention  of  the  House  had  In 
the  past  been  directed  to  what  were 
known  as  hank  mergers.  There  had 
been  much  discussion  as  to  the  Impro- 
priety of  certain  so-called  hank  merg^ 
ers,  and  no  hard-and-fast  rule  could  ha 
laid  down,  but  In  certain  clrcumstanceis 
the  purchase  of  one  bank's  assets  by 
another  might  strengthen  the  whole  fin- 
ancial situation.  He  pointed  out  that 
when  such  a  transaction  is  proposed, 
the  agreement  is  first  made  hctween 
the  boards  of  di/ectoii«.  This  agree- 
ment, next  goes  to  the  ®hareholders,  by 
whom  it  la  approved,  and  .proceeds  to 
the  Treasury  Board  to  be  accei)ted  or 
re.1ected.  The  new  Act  would  provide 
that  the  consent  of  the  Mlnlater  must 
bo  obtained  to  the  agreement  by  the 
boards  of  directors  of  the  respective 
banks  .before  It  came  .before  the  share- 
holders. 

Hot   Farliuumt 

Mr.  Turriff  suggested  thit  to  Par- 
liament should  be  delegated  the  respon- 
sibility of  sanctioning  mergers,  .lust  a« 
Parliament  now  deals  with  the  iflsulriK 
of   the  charters. 

Mr.  White  said  that  Parliament  wtia 
not  In  continuous  session,  and  clrcum- 
Btances  might  arise  by  which  a  delay 
of  six  montho  would  be  ln«lc.ped1ent  and 
»galn«t  the  puhllc  good.  As  the  Oov- 
•rnm«nt  was  responsible  to  PaHiain«nt, 
he  thouirht  that  It  tnlcht  safely  be  left 
In    their  Itanda.

Railways  Building  on  the  Main- 
land Are  Planning  to  Have 
Connections  With  City  of 
Victoria 


.  During  tho  past  fortnight  the  Frinae 
Minister  and  Provincial  Minister 
of  RaUwayu  have  bean  l\ar<J  at  work 
virtually  night  and  day  on  railway  mat- 
ters, such  progress  bclng^  made  that  il 
Is  hoped  one  more  conference  will  bo 
BUfllclent  and  the  Premier  then  be  in 
a  position  to  make  a  public  announce- 
ment both  with  respect  to  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  location  plana  and  ter- 
minal   arrangements    for    this    city. 

As  to  the  Canadian  Northern  Paclfio 
work  on  the  Island,  Sir  Rlcliard  states 
that  all  reports  Indicate  most  satisfac- 
tory progress  on  all  the  various  sections 
under  construction,  everything  pointing 
to  the  completion  of  the  entire  Island 
system  well  within  the  specified  time 
period. 

Distinctly  Batisfactory  reports  are 
also  coming  to  hand  with  respect  to 
construction  progress  on  the  Kettle  Val- 
ley and  Victoria,  Vancouver  and  East- 
ern lines,  representatives  of  which  sys- 
tems meet  again  In  this  city  during 
th«  pre«en-t  week  In  the-hope -&f  a<liust-- 
ing   certain   conflicting   Interests.

when  completfid  will  have  a  direct 
Victoria  connection,  glvlnic  the  city  also 
the  advaTitages  to  be  derived  through 
construction  of  this  Great  Northern 
road. 

On  the  Island  section  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  PacWic,  as  has  already 
been  chronicled,  upwards  of  thirty 
miles  of  roadbed  is  now  ready  for  the 
steel,  an  excellent  roadbed  reflecting 
the  highest  credit  upon  both  the  com- 
pany and  the  contractors.

A  Big  Tim*  at  Cbrlstmaa

We  are  unfortunately  troubled  by  a 
shortage  of  fresh  milk  and  vegetables, 
but  we  liave  lot,"  of  meat  and  plenty  of 
game,  and  what  we  lack  in  fresh  milk 
and  fe'reen  .stuff  we  can  make  up  in  the 
use   of   canncil    goods.

Young     Boya     Treated     Shamefully     la 

Factory — Spanish    Fadrones    Starve 

Them — Magistrate  Has  Pity 

LOXDOX,  Dec.  17. — A  pitiful  tale 
was  told  to  the  magistrates  who  re- 
rently  enquired  Into  the  conditions  un- 
der which  a  number  of  little  Spanish 
huls  were  employed  in  a  kIasb  factory 
at  St.  Denis.  A  complaint  hitd  been 
lodged  by  the  Spanish  I'Imbassy  and 
the  Sy.ndical  Oommlttee,  and  when  the 
head  of  the  police  visited  the  place 
lie  found  scores  of  boys,  many  under 
tlic  legal  age  of  13,  employed  In  labor 
altogether  unsulted  to  and  much  too 
«>'Vf^re    for    their    strengtli. 

The  managers  of  the  works  doclartd 
that  the  children  were  brought  to  them 
liy  contractors,  and  all  they  had  to  do 
was  to  verify  their  papers  and  see  that 
they  were  of  the  legal  age.  "They 
never  receive  less  than  Is.  8d.  a  day, 
and  we  can  assure  you  that  they  are 
not  at  all  Ill-treated  by  our  staff. 
What  happens  to  them  after  thry  leave 
the  factory  we  cannot  tell,  but  it  !a 
clear  that  they  are  very  badly  looked 
after.  Their  'patrons'  pick  them  up  In 
their  famlllpp,  pay  the  Journey  from 
Spain  lo  Paris,  .and  then  become  their 
complete  masters.  We  have  often  tried 
to  make  obscrvatlon.s  to  these' men,  but 
tliey  will  not  listen,  and  say  that  they 
can    do   as    they    please." 

When  the  magistrates  Interrogated 
the  children  they  all  declared  that  they 
were  "18  years  old,"  and  were  "well 
treated  and  well  fed,  and  had  nothing 
to  complain  of."  Their  lamentable 
condition  eloquently  contradicted  what 
was  only  too  evidently  a  le.sson  they 
had  learned  and  been  told  to  repeat 
under  threats  of  fiunlshment.  Even 
the  judge  and  police,  who  are  case 
hardened,  were  moved  to  pity,  and  dis- 
tributed bread  and  chocolate  to  these 
poor  nttle  waifs,  who  threw  themselves 
upon  the  food  with  such  ravenous  avid- 
ity that  the  falsity  of  their  previous 
answers  was  manifest. 

The    only    thing    to    l>e    done    was    to 
visit    the    quarters    of    the    contractors, 
most  of  whom   occupy  houses   In  a  nar- 
row  and  dirty  street  called   the  Rue  do 
ly'Unlon.     The   first  lodging  was  on-e  In' 
which    a    Spanish    deserter    named    Fer- 
nando   kept    13    boys    he      had      brought 
from  Spain   three  years  ago.     When   the 
police    entered    they    found    a    state    of 
hideous    filth,    In     the    midst    of    which 
seven    children    belonging   to    the    night 
shift    were   lying    on    a    straw    mattress 
on    the   floor,    whilet   the   man   was  pre- 
paring  a    m*al    consisting   of    pieces   of 
bread    soaked    in    water  with    stalks    of 
cabbage^    and    Iffttuceg    picked    out      of 
the   street     dust-bins.      Again     all     th« 
children  vowed   they  were  "very  happy," 
and   would    not   say   how    they  came   by 
the  many  wounds  they  had. 

Half  a  dojien  other  similar  rooms 
were  visited  in  the  same  street,  and 
always  there  was  the  same  repulsive 
spactacle  Of  dirt  and  want.  Three  Of 
the  '"mast'erB,"  Duez,  Gonzales,  and 
Sevo,  had  probably  got  wind  of  the* 
raid,  and  had  n*t  been  seen  for  the 
last  4t  (lOurs,  having  left  the  boys 
with  nothing  to  eat  but  a  few  crusts 
bf  bread.  M.  Doucard  Immediately  had 
them  f«d,  and  sent  them  to  the  police 
■tatton  to  .Join  the  oth«r«.

aew      York      Sun's      Vaval      Authority 

Bellavea    Brltiah    X.lne    of    Battl* 

Stronger  Than  Oarmana 

"When  the  battleship  Conqueror  gcten 
into  commission  says  the  New  York 
Sun,  Great  Britain  will  have  fourteen 
dreadnoughts  and  super-drjeadnoughts 
in  her  first  battle  line.  Tn  complete 
the  first  and  second  battle  .-^qtiadrons 
of  eight  ships  each  it  hns  been  neces- 
sary to  include  two  pre-dreadnoughts. 
the  .Agamemnon  and  the  Lord  N-elson, 
of  16,50n  tons  and  carrying  a  main  bat- 
tery Of  four  12-lnch  guns;  but  these 
ships  will  be  replaced  by  the  super- 
dreadnoughts  AJax  and  Centurion  In 
April   next. 

The  ."itrength  of  the  first  and  second 
battle  squadrons  even  as  now  consti- 
tuted must  give  Great  Britain  a  feeling 
of  security  in  the.  present  critical  situa- 
tion In  Europe.  No  other  sea  power 
has  a  fleet  that  can  stand  comparison 
in  gun-power  with  the  two  squadrons 
forming  England's  van  of  fighting 
ships.  They  Include,  not  counting  the 
two  pre-dreadnoughta.  the  King  George, 
of  25,000  tons  displacement  with  ten 
13.5-inch  guns;  the  Orion,  Thunderer, 
Monarch,  and  Conqueror,  of  23,600 
tons,  with  ten  13.5-lnch  guns;  the  Co- 
Inssus  and  Hercules,  of  20,600  tons, 
with  ten  12-lnch  guns;  the  St.  Vincent, 
Colllngwood,  And  Vanguard,  of  19,260 
tons,  with  ten  12-inch  guns;  the  Beller- 
ophon,  Temeralre,  and  Stiperb,  of  18- 
600  tons,  with  ten  12-lnch  guns;  and 
and  the  original  Dreadnought,  of  17,900 
tons,  with  ten  12-lnch  guns;  Adding 
the  eight  12-lnch  guns  of  the  Agemem- 
non  and  the  Lord  Nelson  this  fleet 
could  confront  an  enemy  with  forty 
lS.5-inoh  guns,  ninety-eight  12-lnch 
guns,  and  twenty  9.2-lnch  guns,  not  to 
lay  any  stress  upon  224  4-lnch  guns  to 
sink   destpoyera. 

Ocrnrnn  naval  construction  Is  done 
under  cover  and  the  number  of  dread- 
nou.^fhts  in  rommlaslon  is  at  no  time 
definite;  but  It  Is  doubtful  If  Germany 
could  send  into  her  first  battle  lino 
more  than  six  dreadnoughts  carrying 
main  batteries  of  12.2-Inch  guns,  the 
Kaiser,  Frledrlch  der  Grosse.  Thurlngen, 
Helgoland,  Ostfrlesland.  and  Oldenburg. 
Kour  other  battleships,  thf  Westfalen, 
Nassau,  Posen,  and  Rhineland,  with 
main  batteries  of  twelve  11-lnch  guns, 
would  bring  her  line  up  to  a  greater 
fighting  strength  than  any  otl^er  Euro- 
pean power  ncoept  England  could  send 
to  aea;  but  the  massed  gun  power  of 
,  the  British  fleet  would  give  it  «  for- 
^midable  superiority  over  the  Qcrman 
line  of  battle.

When  the  Dominion  Railway  Com- 
mlaelon  d«cided  that  Cameron  Cove  at 
Prince  Rupert  would  have  to  be  opened 
to  ahlpplng  by  breaking  down  part  of  a 
wall  erected  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Fa- 
clflc  Company,  and  when  thla  declaion 
wa*  aubse<iu«ntly  conrirm«>d  V»y  the  i>o- 
mlnion  Oovernment  upon  appeal.  It  waa 
generally  suppoaed  in  Prince  Rupert 
and  elsewhere  that  tba  matter  was 
ended. 

Not  so,  however.  The  Queation  of 
riparian  rlghta  gave  the  Provincial 
Government  certain  claims  In  the 
property  affected,  and  for  this  reason 
the  G.T.P.  Co.  immediately  appealed  tc 
the  Province  for  the  use  of  Us  influ- 
ence In  having  the  order  set  aside.
